The subject matter of claim 1 seems to be new and to involve an inventive step 

(Article 33 (2) and (3) PCT). 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from the disclosure of D1 in that a second 
connection is established between the first and second terminal equipment through 
the wide area packet network, by means of the first and second controlling device 
and the information extracted from the at least one message or information element. 

The problem to be solved by the present invention is therefore to provide an efficient 
and reliable method for establishing calls in a mixed PSTN/IP environment 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application, i.e. to 
use the signaling features of the PSTN to exchange information between the 
terminals before establishing the call, is not suggested by the prior art.
